The City of Topeka, which arrived from 
Juneau, gives dotails of a fierce battle 
among the Chilcat Indians which resulted 
m six men being murdered and a large 
number wounded. 
The Indians were 


drunk, and, being armed, did great dam- 
age to themselves. A few days previous 
to the fight two Canadian sloops from 
British Columbia arrived at Chilcat laden 
with a vile quality of liquor. Large quan- 
tities were soon dispensed in exchange for 
furs, etc.

The Indians are naturally savage and 


hostile, and when affected by whiskey be- 
come wild demons. Immense fires were 
started and several hundred Indians as- 
sembled to drink liquor and dance. To- 
ward morning a dispute arose over a trivial 
matter, which resulted in the leader of one 
(action being stabbed to death. 


The Indians then divided into two par- 


tics and a battle commenced. The two 
whiskey smugglers, unobserved, slipped 
away from the scene. Settlers living a few 
miles distant heard yelling, and, surmising 
the origin of the trouble, dared not ven- 
ture to the neighborhood until late in the 
afternoon of the next day. 


Dead and wounded Indians were lying 


all around the village. Some were fright- 
fully mttltilated and others were suffering 
agonies from tbejr treatment.

band of survivors, elated with success and 
thirsty for more blood, had gone down the 
beach threatening to return and embark a 
crowd of savages and annihilate the white 
settlers in the vicinity. The white pcopl 
became alarmed and sent to Juneau fo 
assistance.

sound Deputy Collector of Customs Slate 
and a posse had arrived on the steamer 
Wrestler and started for Chilcat to arresi 
the smugglers, seize the liquor and quiei 
the Indians. The Chilcat Indians are a 
lostile tribe. Only during recent years 
lave they permitted the white traders to 
enter their country.

FEEDtVG WHEAT. 


Kqnal Farts of Wheat anil Corn An Ex- 


cellent Fattening Food. 


The second of a series of circulars of 


information prepared by the bureau of 
animal industry has been published by 
the department of agriculture. It is a 
discussion of wheat as a; food for grow- 
ing and fattening animals. 


Dr. Salmon, chief of the bureau, says: 


"During the past year there have been 
numerous inquiries in regard to the 
chemical composition of wheat as com- 
pared with corn and oats, its relative 
value as a food for growing and fatten- 
ing animals, and the method of feeding 
which would produce the best results. 
These inquiries have, doubtless, been 
suggested by the great change in the 
comparative prices of the grain just 
mentioned. In the past we have been 
accustomed to see a bushol of wheat sell 
for twc or three times as much as a 
bushel of corn. Recently we have seen 
fifty-six pounds of com sell for more 
than could be obtained for sixty pounds 
of wheat. 
This readjustment of the 


prices of gram evidently calls for a re- 
consideration of the methods for dispos- 
ing of the cereal crops in order to deter- 
mine which is most profitable under the 
present conditions." 


As a result of the experiments made, 


and shown in tables given in the cir- 
cular, it is stated that the "equal parts 
of wheat and corn should, therefore, 
prove better for fattening animals than 
either of these grains alone. For grow- 
ing animals, corn is plainly not so suita- 
ble as is wheat or oats. When wheat 
and corn are the same price per bushel, 
it is preferable to feed wheat and sell 
corn. The best form in which to feed 
wheat is to roll or grind it into a coarse 
meal. It may then be fed alone, or 
mixed with corn meal or ground oats. 
It should, when possible, be mixed with 
some other grain, and care, should be 
taken to preventjany _one animal from 
getting more than the quantity intended 
for it." 


Respecting the chemical and econom- 


ical features of the grain, Dr. Salmon 
says the information derived from the 
tables sli mid be used in connection with 
our knowledge of the habits of animals 
and the practical results of feeding. We 
should not care to assert, for instance, 
that wheat screenings are in general 
more valuable as a feed for animals than 
the plump, sound wheat, although the 
table would indicate this to be the case. 
We may, however, safely conclude that 
the screenings and imperfect wheat 
should ba fed and only the best wheat 
put on the market." 


On this subject the Phila. llcconl 


said: 


"A great deal of wheat was fed to 


cattle and hogs last year, but, as such a 
use of wheat was regarded as excep- 
tional, little or no pains were taken to 
note comparative results. As a rule, 
however, the use of wheat was deemed 
satisfactory at last year's prices. The 
Kansas State Agricultural Department 
has recently set on foot an official inves- 
tigation on the subject of wheat feeding. 
It is proposed to show the quantity of 
wheat fed to farm animals in Kansas 
last year and its proportion of the entire 
corp, the number of pounds of live pork 
returned per bushel of wheat consumed, 
its value as compared with corn, and the 
cost i>er bushel of raising wheat and put- 
ting it in the bin when the yield is ten, 
fifteen, twenty, twenty-five, thirty and 
thirty-five bushels per acre respectively. 
This information will be a matter of 
general interest. If it can be establish- 
ed that pork and beef can be put upon 
the market as cheaply from wheat-fed as 
from corn-fed stock, and that there will 
be no resulting deterioration in quality, 
the fact may have important bearing in 
determining future crop distribution and 
pricfs." 


THE LAW ON FERTJTLIZEKS. 


Of Interest to Biiyero. Sellers and manu- 


facturers of Phosphate. 


1. Every package of commercial fer- 


tflizer sold, offered or exposed for sale, 
for manural purposes, within this Com- 
monwealth, shall have plainly stamped 
thereon the name of the manufacturer, 
the place of manufacture, the net weight 
of its contents, and an analysis, stating 
the percentage therein contained of ni- 
trogen, or its eqivalent in ammonia in 
an available form, of potash soluble in 
water, of soluble and reverted phos- 
phoric acid, and of insoluble phosphoric 
acid: Provided, That any commercial 
fertilizer sold, offered or exposed for 
sale, which shall contain none of the 
above-named constituents, shall be ex- 
empt from the provisions of this act. 


2. Every manufacturer or importer 


of commercial fertilizers, as specified in 
section one of this act, shall, on or be- 
fore the first day of August next ensu- 
ing, or before offering the same for sale 
in this commonwealth, file annually iu 
the office of the secretary of the common- 
wealth an affidavit, stating the amount 
of said fertilizer or fertilizers sold with- 
in the state during the last preceeding 
year; and if said amount be one hun- 
dred tons or less, he or they shall pay to 
the treasurer of the state the sum of ten 
dollars for each and every such article 
of such commercial fertilizer sold within 
the state during the last preceding year, 
and if the said amount shall exceed one 
hundred tons, and be less than five hun- 
dred tons, he or they shall pay the sum 
of twenty dollars as aforesaid, and if 
said amount shall be five hundred tons 
or more, he or they shall pay the sum of 
thirty dollars as aforesaid; if such man- 
ufacturer or manufacturers or import- 
ers, shall not have made any sales with- 
in tho commonwealth during the pre- 
ceding year, he or they shall pay the 
sum of ten dollars as aforesaid. Every 
such manufacturer or importer shall, at 
the same time, file with the secretary of 
the board of agriculture a copy of the 
analysis required by section out) of this 
act, and shall be entitled to receive from 
the secretary of the commonwealth a 
certificate, which shall be countersigned 
by the s»cretary of the board of agricul- 
ture, showing that the provisions of this 
act have been complied with. 


3. Any person selling, offering or ex- 


posing for sale, any commercial fertiliz- 
er, without the analysis required by sec- 
tion one of this act, or with an analysis 
stating that it contains a larger per- 
centage of anyon'ii or more of the above- 
named constituents than is contained 
therein, or for the sale of which all the 
provisions of section two have not been 
complied with, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall 
forfeit a sum not less than twenty-five 
and not exceeding one hundred dollars 
for the first offence, and not less than 
two hundred dollars for each subse- 
quent offence; one-half of which shall 
be for the use of the informer and the 
remainder for the county in which the 
conviction is secured: Prodded, said in- 
former be the purchaser and the goods 
be for his own use. 


4. It shall be the duty of the board of 


agriculture to analyze such specimens of 
commercial fertilizers as may be f un.ish- 
ed by its agents; said samples to bo ac- 
companied with proper proof, under 
oath or affirmation, that they were fairly 
drawn; the fee for such analysis, shall 
he determined by the executive commit- 
tee of the board, and be based iiiion a 
(ixed rate for each determination ; shall 
in nocase exceed seventy-five per centum 
of the usual price paid for such services, 
and shall be payable from the treasury 
of the commonwealth in the oiaimer as 
now provided by law. 


•5. The money paid into the treasury 


under the provisions of this act, shall 
constitute a special fund from wliich the 
cost of such analysis shall be paid : Pro- 
ruletl, That the total amount thus ex- 
pended in any one year, shall in no case 
exceed the amount paid into the treasury 


Ancient Milling. 


For ages various cereals used in bread- 


making were ground with very uncouth 
contrivances hardly deserving the name 
of mill, as we understand it, says the 
Detroit Free Press. They consisted of 
two portable circular stones, the upi>er 
being the smaller and turning upon the 
lower and concave one by means of an 
iron or wooden handle, the grain being 
placed between them. 
These stones 


were usually obtained from a quarry in 
the vicinity of Babylon, from which 
sufficient were taken to supply all the 
eastern countries. 


The grinding was usually performed 


by two females, who sat opposite each 
other with the millstones p'aced between 
them, the upper stone bein(; kept in mo- 
tion by the hands of tUe operators. 
Very often this tedious work was assign- 
ed to prisoners, who considered it a most 
degrading task. This fact is recorded 
in Holy Writ, in which we are told that 
Samson "did grind in the prison house 
of the Philistines," and Jeremiah be- 
wails the fact that the Babylonians 
"took our young men to grind."—In- 
dkator.

The term "commercial fertilizers," 


as used in this act, shall be taken to 
mean any and every substance imported, 
manufactured, prepared or sold for fer- 
tilizing or manuring purposes, except 
barn-yard manure, marl, lime and wood 
ashes, and not exempt by the provisions 
of section one of this act. 


is necessary, because in the first one only 
the adult microbes are killed, the spores 
hatching out and requiring the extra 
heat to exterminate them effectually. 
It is most necessary to flll the jars to 
overflowing, for then when the cover is 
put on the heat of the syrup, which is 
many times more powerful than the 
heat of water; comes in contact with the 
porcelain surface and thus serves to 
sterilize the cover, a very necessary item, 
as many jars of milk and fruit have been 
ruined and rendered dangerous as well 
by the contact with microbes in tops not 
attended to with due precaution in the 
matter to thorough heating. 


"Do not flavor fruit with other than 


fruit flavorings," said the white-capped, 
black-robed cook, as she mixed quarter 
of a pound of sugar with one quart of 
boiling water in a granite saucepan. 
"Heserve spices for other articles, but 
keep to lemon or orange if the individual 
flavor of the fruit you are canning in 
insipid." 


"Canning all day long until one is 


worn out never succeeds," said Mrs. 
Korer. "The best plan is to do a little 
at a time; for instance, when fruit or 
vegetables are ordered for the home 
there is always some leftover. 
While 


the first section is being prepared for 
immediate consumption put up the 
others for winter use, and before you 
know it your preserve closet will be full, 
and 
you will have experienced no 


fatigue." 


By this time the pears had been put 


into the hot jars, and, with the good 
management that characterizes 
the 


working of all thorough wives, plums 
were taken up to be canned later, with 
the pears in tho cannery. For the plums 
she took half a pound of sugar to one 
pound of fruit. The stems were remov- 
ed, but not the skins; for Mrs. Eorer 
believes that if you wish the flavor to 
vanish from the fruit peeling them is a 
certain means to that end. After they 
are canued they may be strained through 
a colander, if the skins are not desired 
when they are to be served.

the jars ?" inquired another. 


"They are not sufficiently cooked." 


came the answer. 


"In preserving fruit whole use pound 


for pound," continued the lecturer, now 
ready to pour the hot syrup over the 
pears and plums standing in the jars. 
In doing this she set the jars on a plate, 
on which there was a piece of cheese 
cloth folded twice over. This prevents 
the glass from cracking. 
The next 


move was into the cannery, from which, 
in five minutes, they emerged Ijeautiful, 
rich and delicious, to be sealed up and 
set on view where they made every 
mouth iu the audience water for them. 
'•Do not fiink one firm twist of the lid 
sufficient," said Mrs. Rorer. 
"You 


know, the heat contracts the jars; there- 
fore, when they have cooled, giye them 
another turn, if you wish to be sure of 
the fruit keeping." 


The cannery, wliich is such an aid in 


the culinary work, consists of a cylinder 
set upon an under receiver, the fruit 
being cooked in the jar by a simple pro- 
cess of steam pressure from the top 
clown that causes the fruit to retain its 
form, flavor and color.

Tlic Corcau "War. 


While tbe war between China and 


Japan is still waging we know but little 
accurately about it. It is difficult to get 
any correct or reliable information. A 
dispatch from Tien Tsin states that an 
imperial edict commends General Yeh 
aod his men for their victory at Ping 
Yang, In Northern Corea, on August 17, 
thus confirming the account received 
some days ago from Shanghai. The 
Japanese, it appears, were defeated at 
the pass they were holding against the 
Chinese, with a loss of 5,000 men, and 
were routed. The pursuit continued 
several days and was disastrous for the 
Japanese. The affair possesses very 
considerable importance, since it indi- 
cates that the Chinese are too strong for 
their opponents at a strategic point of 
great va!ua Had the Japanese been 
able to hold the pass at Ting Yang they 
might have been able to close the penin- 
sula of Corea to the Chinese. 


The victory is the more important to 


the Chinese for the reason that they are 
unable to send reinforcements and sup- 
plies to their troops in Corea by sea, hav- 
ing, it seems, conceded control of the 
sea to the Japanese fleet. The fact that 
Japan seems to appreciate the value of 
mastery at sea while China does not 
sauses Admiral Coulomb, of the British 
Jiavj, to lean to the opinion, that Japan 
will ultimately win. The Chinese fleet 
is in hiding, while that of the Japanese 
is abroad, and enables the commander of 
the Japanese forces to concentrate troops 
most speedily at the critical point. Com- 
mand of the sea, says Admiral Cou- 
lornb.was toe secret of the victory of the 
English and French over Russia at Se- 
bastopol. Russia coulJ cot get troops 
and supplies to the scene of conflict as 
fast as the sJlieg could. This, it is said 
is tbe politico of China in Cores, China 
has to reinforce by land, which takes too 
much time. That Japan so far has the 
advantwe In shown in tbe fact that she 
now boMs the provinces ol Seoul, Hwang 
Ho and the country about the treaty 
ports, and is carrying tbe war into China 
by attacking Fort Arthur. Her advan- 
tage, however, may be lost, it is thought, 
when winter oomes and ice closes the 
Cotton harbors. 


The season of canning and preserving 


is to even experienced housekeeirers 
sometimes a period of anxiety and 
fatigue, while the youthful beginners in 
the school of domestic knowledge fre- 
quently give up in despair because fruits 
do not keep and jellies mould despite the 
most persevering efforts to avert failure. 
Many who had gone through such trials 
aud others anxious to receive advice on 
the subject from one thoroughly versed 
in every branch of cookery, gathered at 
Mercantile Library Hall, Tenth street, 
above Chestnut, yesterday afternoon to 
listen to Mrs. Sarah T. Borer's first lec- 
ture on this seasonable subject. 
Wed- 


nesday and Friday at 3 o'clock her talks 
will be on vegetable canning, taking in 
corn, lima beaus, siring beans and 
tomatoes whole and stewed. On Friday 
will be given instructions in spicing and 
jelly making. 


Yesterday Mrs. Rorer gave practical 


illustrations in canning the fruits now in 
season, pears, peaches and plums, going 
through the process of preservation in 
such a thoroughly skilful, yet quiet 
fashion, that it was hard to believe that 
the much-dreaded task could be made so 
easy by simply knowing how to do and 
having the most eflicacious culinary aids 
to assist in the doing. 


"Until one thoroughly understands 


the principles of canning they cannot 
expect to obtain certain success every 
ame," began the lecturer. "This once 
learned and it would be easy and pos- 
sible to can in a bucket. Sterilization 
(the killing of germs,) is the foundation 
—the key-note, so to speak—for until 
every living germ in the jars has b'een 
destroyed by heat there will be the pos- 
sibility and probability of failure. 
All 


fruits may be canned either with or 
without sugar, as sugar forms no part in 
the actual preservation of anything, 
only in its fermentation. Vegetables in 
which there is sugar require 
much 


longer to cook than others—for example, 
corn, beets and young peas. Tomatoes 
need but twenty minutes, corn a full 
hour." 


At this point Mrs. Korer began noise- 


lessly to arrange the needed vessels, hav- 
ing before her a row of broad-mouthed 
glass jars and a bowl of clean cold water, 
another one for peelings and a silver 
fork and knife. On another table was a 
gas stove, on which was a kettle of boil- 
ing water and a two-cylinder cannery. 
Taking up a pear she cut out the little 
blossom end, removing with it the core 
and core socket, using a silver knife in 
process. The skin was then thinly 
peeled and the pear cut in two. As soon 
as this was done it was dropped into the 
cold water receptacle. "In sterilizing at 
least thirty minutes must be devoted to

> the first sterilization. A second 


this invention, and outside of canning 
its action upon every-day vegetables sub- 
jected to it without the aid of water 
renders them unusually delicious. String 
beans, asparagus and sweet potatoes 
are particularly improved by tuis new 
method that not only renders them 
unusually tender, but is likewise a per- 
fect sterilizer. This latter adjunct is its 
great merit in canning, as it destroys 
completely the germs that cause fermen- 
tation. 


"Pineapple and yellow tomato packed 


layer for layer forms a delicious sweet 
pickle," said Mrs. Rorer, "though I 
doubt if few housekeepers know much 
about such a combination." Here she 
showed a jar of yellow tomatoes canned 
only in water, which she naively remark- 
ed "would surprise some one in a salad 
at some special dinner in the winter." 


In speaking of the relative merits of 


strawberries and pineapples, Mrs. Rorer 
declared in favor of the latter, though 
she said it was the most peculiar of all 
fruits, for it contains a vegetable pepsin 
that makes it easily digestible when 
combined with animal food, and inju- 
rious only when in conjunction with 
carbonaceous food. 


"Iu canning the pineapple never apply 


a knife to it save to pare it. Take out 
the eyes and then pick the pineapple to 
pieces with a silver fork." While these 
instructions were being given Mrs. llorer 
suited the action to the word, and soon 
there was a mound of shredded fruit the 
flavor of which Dlleil the room. "I in- 
tend to can this without any sugar. For 
my individual taste I would prefer this 
mode with all fruits. With peaches, for 
instance, done m this way they can ap- 
pear upon the table in midwinter sliced 
aud served with suger and cream with 
all the flavor of the freshly-picked fruit. 
Tomatoes if cut in half and canned in 
water only can be used either in salads, 
fried or broiled, and no one would ever 
know but that they were the products of 
the hot house or garden." Eight min- 
utes sufficed for the cooking of the pine- 
apple, and when it joined the other 
tempting jars it looked perhaps a shade 
whiter, but in no other way changed in 
its appearance. 


"Brains put to use in the kitchen as 


well as in other occupations will serve to 
make housework lass a drudgery and 
more a pleasure and an art," were the 
concluding words of the lecturer, while 
her wliite hands and the row of filled jars 
proved that one woman at least puts 
into practice what sift preaches.
